ments of the National Association of 
Evangelicals since its organization 
was completed in May, 1943.) 


1. It has made available to the 
Christian churches for the first time 
in modern history a means of cooper- 
ation among the gospel-loving people 
of America, inclusive of denomina- 
tions, mission boards, Christian educa- 
tional institutions, single churches and 
individuals with a plan of fair repre- 
sentation for all, and organized to 
provide helpful service. Twenty de- 
nominations and hundreds of churches 
and other organizations, including 
more than one million members, have 
actually become affiliated during this 
period. 

2. It has established offices with 
full-time staff in nine cities from 
coast to coast, and scores of function- 
ing committees in other communities. 

3. It has established the only war 
relief agency which combines the fol- 
lowing essential features: 

(aj A license to operate from the 
President’s War Relief Control Board. 

(b) Warehouse space, processing 
equipment, a means of transportation 
to Europe of the goods when they are 
processed. 

(c) Responsible established evan- 
gelical organizations on the field 
which, in all cases, attend to the dis- 
tribution and accompany this distri- 
bution with the gospel message. It 
is now working in four countries, and 
will be adding others soon. The value 
of the goods already sent, at present 
prices in Europe, amounts to hundreds 
of thousands of dollars. 

4. It has sponsored the establish- 
ment, for the first time in history, of 
an association of evangelical missions, 
which includes both denominational 
and interdenominational boards, but 
which is limited in membership to 
those subscribing to an evangelical 
statement of faith. It has the only 
office in Washington devoted to 
handling passports, visas, transporta- 
tion, and providing other needed serv- 
ices for these boards. It is serving 
forty-two boards at present. 

5. It has fostered the establishment 
of the only national association of 
gospel broadcasters devoted to the task 
of protecting the liberties of the gos- 
pel on the air. It has conducted three 
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nation-wide surveys of religious broad- 
casting, which have brought startling 
facts regarding discriminatory prac- 
tises out into the open. It has won 
recognition of the justice of its plea 
for adjustments by the networks and 
stations, which will provide a more 
equitable opportunity for gospel broad- 
casting. It is broadcasting on two 
national networks on sustaining time. 

6. It has explored the need of an 
alignment of organizations engaged 
in week-day Christian education and 
Sunday School work, and has taken 
the initial steps for the organization 
of a national association of these 
groups. It has produced the outlines 
of a complete course of Biblical in- 
struction designed for week-day Chris- 
tian education. These courses are 
now in actual use. 

7. It has pioneered in the field of 
industrial chaplaincies by exploring 
the sentiment of the leaders of indus- 
try and developing among them an 
interest in the establishment of such 
a service in their plants. It has ar- 
ranged for conditioning courses for 
such chaplains at Wheaton College 
where the first class of applicants has 
already completed the course and has 
received diplomas. They are now be- 
ing provided with situations. 


8. It has conducted conferences on 
evangelism, evangelical rallies, con- 
ventions, institutes and retreats in 
practically every state in the Union 
which have greatly stimulated evan- 
gelistic effort throughout the nation. 

9. It has established a periodical, 
“United Evangelical Action,” of news 
and opinion representative of the 
evangelical viewpoint. This has at- 
tained such a wide circulation that it 
is generally recognized as one of the 
important and profitable mediums of 
advertising. 

10. Its annual national conventions 
have become the mecca of evangelicals 
throughout America. They have con- 
tributed greatly to understanding and 
Christian fellowship between all gos- 
pel-loving groups. 

11. It. maintains an effective or- 
ganization to safeguard American 
principles of freedom in religion, re- 
viewing all proposed legislation bear- 
ing upon the problem, and initiating 
action when necessary. 

Still more and greater projects are 
in the making, and will be announced 
progressively during the coming 
month. 

This great and growing movement 
for spiritual unity and cooperation 
among the Bible-believing, Christ- 
centered groups of our nation deserves 
your prayers, interest, participation, 
and support.

A report from Tel Aviv states that, 
“Of the 10,000 Jewish children remain- 
ing in Budapest, 7,000 are wandering 
the streets, homeless and uncared for, 
according to a report received here.

In addition to this num-~— 
ber, 237 Roman Catholic churches, 532 
synagogues, 69 chapels, and 258 mon- 
asteries and church buildings of vari- 
ous kinds, were destroyed or damaged. 
Russian News Service reported 8,338 
places of worship open in Russia in 
August, 1941. Of these, 4,225 were 
Orthodox.

Religion Here and There 
A strong layman’s movement is re- 
ported in Germany—Rome reports 
that there are only two Catholic 
churches open in Russia, as compared 
to 1,195 churches and chapels before 
the revolution. Functioning in Mos- 
cow at present, are twenty-six Ortho- 
dox churches, as against 600 prior to 
the revolution.

We see so much modernism and 
sham religion until it makes us desir- 
ous for an old-time outpouring of 
God’s grace and power, that will 

@ awaken the lost world and bring them 
down at the feet of the meek and 
lowly Christ. We hear the sinners and 
cold professor say, “The Church is 
dead,” and to an extent it is, and we 
will have to admit it if it does break 
our hearts. Where are the old-time 
healing services, real demonstrations, 
Holy Ghost power and clean living? 
T’ll tell you, brother, it is hard to find. 
We are becoming modern every day 
we live, and the only help for it is an 
old-time revival that will stir up our 
love for Pentecostal FIRE.

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The Maryland, Delaware, Eastern Virginia, and Wash- 
ington, D. C., District Prepares for Great 
Youth for Christ Congress 


The Maryland ministers’ meeting 
had just nicely gotten under way when 
the subject of “Youth” came up for 
consideration. A spark of enthusiasm 
was soon kindled and is now being 
fanned into a flame as a great pro- 
gram is being prepared for a YOUTH 
CONGRESS. A committee of action 
to draft a program, covering the ac- 
tivities of the youth in the congress 
to come, was appointed, consisting of 
Rev. W. P. Stallings, Rev. F. B. Marine, 
and Rev. J. A. Rafferty. This com- 
mittee has already begun its task of 
arranging for this great YOUTH FOR 
CHRIST gathering. There will be 
plenty of time given for religious in- 
struction and old-fashioned revival 
fire and spirituality in this congress. 
Time will also be devoted to recreation 
as the Board of Camp Directors has 
already met at the campground on the 
Maryland peninsula, and given the 
“GO” signal to the YOUTH COMMIT- 
TEE to begin preparation on the camp 
for whatever is needed. Cottage con- 
struction will soon begin, and a place 
cleared for young people’s recreation 
by way of good, wholesome, clean 
sport, under capable supervision. I 
presume the morning sessions will be 
devoted to Bible classes and special 
devotion. The afternoon will no doubt 
be high-lighted with hymn singing 
and fellowship, followed by a period 
for youth recreation, etc. Then the 
night session will be evangelistic. A 
fine faculty is being selected for this 
work and the night evangelist will be 
some live wire for God, who will climax 
his message with a great altar service.

Pray for Deliverance of Herman Lauster From Prison 


Brother Herman Lauster, an or- 
dained minister in the Church of God, 
is now being held as a German prison- 
er of war in Great Britain. Of course, 
the British authorities do not know 
him from other German prisoners, 
since, no doubt, most of them now 
claim that they have never favored 
the Nazi regime. Since there are so 
many thousands of these prisoners, it 
necessarily takes lots of red tape to 
get any investigation c_ncerning any 
one of them. 

The Mission Department has done, 
and is still doing, all it can possibly 
do to effect Brother Lauster’s release, 
but they have requested that a special 
day of prayer be called in his behalf 
since our twelve churches, which he 
established in Germany under severe 
Nazi persecution, need his leadership. 


DELIVERED THROUGH PRAYER 
FROM A NAZI PRISON 


On March 5, 1939, special prayer 
was made for the release of Brother 


Lauster from the Nazi prison, and on 
March 16, just eleven days later, he 
was delivered from prison. For a more 
complete account see “History of 
Church of God Missions,” published 
by the Church of God Mission Board. 

We believe His Majesty, King of 
England, and those officials entrusted 
with the responsible positions in the 
British Government are God-fearing 
men. We are not blaming them for 
this delay, but know that the God 
who moved on the Nazi regime to free 
Brother Lauster in 1939 can move on 
the British authorities to free him 
now. 


I, therefore, as General Overseer of 
the Church of God, do hereby proclaim 
Sunday, November 10, 1945, as a spe- 
cial day of prayer for the release of 
Brother Lauster from the British pris- 
oner of war camp.

Acts 17:30, “And the times of this 
ignorance God winked at; but now 
commandeth all men every where to 
repent.” 

Job 21:14, “Therefore they say unto 
God, Depart from us; for we desire 
not the knowledge of thy ways.” 

Hosea 4:6, “My people are destroyed 
for lack of knowledge: because thou 
hast rejected knowledge, I will also re- 
ject thee, that thou shalt be no priest 
to me; seeing thou hast forgotten the 
law of thy God, I will also forget thy 
children.” 


Ignorance is one thing that God 
doesn’t excuse anyone for. Yet, with 
all of our nice schools, colleges, semi- 
naries, etc., I am afraid some are still 
ignorant, that is, of the spiritual 
things of God. 1 Cor. 2:14, “But the 
natural man receiveth not the things 
of the Spirit of God: for they are fool- 
ishness unto him: because they are 
spiritually discerned.”

Don’t misunderstand me, I am not 
against schools, colleges, etc. I think 
they are fine, but the main thing we 
need to know is God and His Word. 
If you don’t know the true God and 
His Word, then you are still ignorant. 


Solomon was a wise man, but he got 
his wisdom from God. 2 Chron. 1:7-12, 
“In that night did God appear unto 
Solomon, and said unto him, Ask what 
I shall give thee. And Solomon said 
unto God, Thou hast shewed great

mercy unto David my father, and 
hast made me to reign in his stead. 
Now, O Lord God, let thy promise unto 
David my father be established: for 
thou hast made me king over a people 
like the dust of the earth in multitude. 
Give me now wisdom and knowledge, 
that I may go out and come in before 
this people: for who can judge this 
thy people, that is so great? And God 
said to Solomon, Because this was in 
thine heart, and thou hast not asked 
riches, wealth, or honour, nor the life 
of thine enemies, neither yet hast 
asked long life; but hast asked wis- 
dom and knowledge for thyself, that 
thou mayest judge my people, over 
whom I have made thee king: Wis- 
dom and knowledge is granted unto 
thee; and I will give thee riches, and 
wealth, and honour, much as none of 
the kings have had that have been 
before thee, neither shall there any 
after thee have the like.” 


We read in Jer. 4:22 where people 
are wise to do evil, but to do good 
they have no understanding. Some 
people know all about politics, but 
when it comes to the Bible, they are 
ignorant. They can sit down and 
figure you out of house and home, but 
ask them about the things of God 
and they are ignorant. 


Some ministers have gotten the idea 
that they have to use big words, 
that they have to use the dictionary 
to know what they mean themselves, 
to be wise. But I am afraid that you 
are wrong. The common class of 
people doesn’t care to hear something 
that even the preacher doesn’t under- 
stand himself. Paul was a highly 
educated man but he didn’t let it go 
to his head. Whatever class of people 
he was with, he made himself one of 
them. Brother, sister, we need educa- 
tion all right, but we need wisdom 
from God with it. 


Proverbs 11:30 says, “He that win- 
neth souls is wise.” May God give 
us wisdom to know how to get to that 
poor old drunken sot and that poor old 
cast-out woman, who are looked down 
on by the ones that claim to be wise. 
1 Cor. 2:1-7. Brethren, this is the kind 
of wisdom we need. 


God needs educated men and women 
with wisdom. I don’t know whether 
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the apostles had any degrees or not; 
in fact, they claimed they didn’t. But 
one thing they did have, and that 
was wisdom from God. 


1 Cor. 1:18-31, “For the preaching 
of the cross is to them that perish 
foolishness; but unto us which are 
saved it is the power of God. For it is 
written, I will destroy the wisdom of 
the wise, and will bring to nothing 
the understanding of the prudent. 
Where is the wise? where is the scribe? 
where is the disputer of this world? 
For after that in the wisdom of God 
the world by wisdom knew not God, 
it pleased God by the foolishness of 
preaching to save them that believe. 
For the Jews require a sign, and the 
Greeks seek after wisdom; But we 
preach Christ crucified, unto the Jews 
a stumblingblock, and unto the 
Greeks foolishness; But unto them 
which are called, both Jews and 
Greeks, Christ the power of God, and 
the wisdom of God. Because the fool- 
ishness of God is wiser than men; 
and the weakness of God is stronger 
than men. For ye see your calling, 
brethren, how that not many wise 
men after the flesh, not many mighty, 
not many noble, are called: But God 
hath chosen the foolish things of the 
world to confound the wise; and God 
hath chosen the weak things of the 
world to confound the things which 
are mighty; And base things of the 
world, and things which are despised, 
hath God chosen, yea, and things 
which are not, to bring to nought 
things that are: That no flesh should 
glory in his presence. But of him are 
ye in Christ Jesus, who of God is 
made unto us wisdom, and righteous- 
ness, and sanctification, and redemp- 
tion: That, according as it is written, 
He that glorieth, let him glory in the 
Lord.”

“Behold | Set Before You an 
Open Door” 

About seventy-five years ago the 
door to the great mission fields of 
the world began to swing wide open. 
Men like Hudson Taylor, William 
Carey, and others began to be moved 
on by the Holy Spirit with a mighty 
compassion for souls, for the heathen 
dying in the darkness of sin. God was 
preparing His Church for a great for- 
ward movement that would carry the 
gospel to the uttermost parts of the 
world. This work has been going on 
with many and varied tokens of the 
divine approval of God for more than 
fifty years, and millions of men, 
women, and young folks of every color 
and every nation have been born again 
and swept into the kingdom of God. 

Then came the first World War 
with its crippling of funds and the 
turning of men’s minds from the ma- 
jor task of obeying God’s command to 
go into all the world and preach the 
gospel. Then after a period of years, 
just as the great work of giving Christ 
to the heathen was again moving for- 
ward, along came World War II. In 
free China, for example, as a cause 
of the war, instead of there being 3,000 





missionaries there are only approx- 
imately 350. 


Even when there were 3,000 mis- 
sionaries trying to minister to the 
vast spiritual needs of 350,000,000 
people, the effort was inadequate. 
What then must be the situation at 
the present time? China, like a fast 
awakening giant rising to take its 
place in the great family of nations, 
putting on the garments of civiliza- 
tion, has underneath the same old 
pagan heart, is in deadly peril, and 
can easily become a menace to the 
rest of the world unless the Christian 
church, the Church of God, comes to 
her help. 


America has had a stable founda- 
tion, the faith of our fathers, but 
China can only look back to a dead, 
heathen, idolatrous past. It is a 
mighty challenge to the living, pray- 
ing Christian. It presents an open 
door for service like none has ever pre- 
sented it to any previous generation.

ply our need and give us good people 
that would .support the cause of 
Christ, and we would shout the vic- 
tory when we see the souls we have 
helped to win. 

In the UPPER ROOM. Shut in with 
God. Shut out from the world with 
its attractions, away from the whirl- 
ing, hurrying masses of the worldly- 
minded. In the room of consecration, 
giving themselves wholly to God and 
His cause. Being conformed to God’s 
Word and praying for power that 
would make them EFFECTIVE IN 
GOD’S SERVICE. 

Our religion without God is just as 
dry as that of any other formal pro- 
fessor, and less effective, because the

for it is perfectly harmless and doesn’t 
have the least warmth about it; so is 
a fox-fire experience. We used to 
shout down a revival but people have 
learned better now and we will have 
to show them some real power and 
evidence of God in our lives. 

And they went forth preaching THE 
WORD and great power was upon 
them, and by their hands great mir- 
acles were performed, souls by the 
thousands were saved, the fire broke 
out and burned into the dark corners 
and brought men to light and knowl- 
edge of the saving power of Christ 
Jesus. 

THEY BEGAN TO WITNESS 
FOR CHRIST 

With a power that brought a crowd 
of scoffers and unbelievers to their 
knees in humble submission. They 
saw the real thing their hearts had 
longed for in these disciples of Christ. 
True witnessing will have an effect 
upon souls and they will cry out, 
“What must I do to be saved?” True 
witnessing must proceed an old-time 
revival. If we have lost our standing 
and power with God, our testimony 
will not ring with the glory of heaven. 
We have to put on a contest, drive 
after drive, stringed musical programs, 
and what have you, to get a little 
crowd together. 

Some pastors, when applying for an 
evangelist, will want to know ii you 
have music and do you shout a lot. 
This is all good, but, brother, give me 
that old-time power and the saints 
can make enough music in their souls 
to alarm the whole community. Wit- 
nessing for Christ! Why, I haven’t 
heard a sermon on divine healing in 
four years, only what I read in books, 
and you don’t know whether they are 
true or not. And sanctification is just 
about a thing of the past. Yes, when 
the Church put more stress on these 
things more souls were saved in the 
good old way, and they didn’t BLOW 
AWAY WITH THE WIND. 

I think the greatest need in the good 
Church of God today is a revival in 
the rank of the ministry. We need 
some men with backbone like Peter 
had on the day of Pentecost (hear 
his voice ring out, “YOU who crucified 
Christ”), with the brass of John the 
Baptist before Herod, Paul before 
Agrippa. These messages of these 
men were directly to the men who 
were guilty, but now if God gives a 
direct message to the crowd and some- 
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one gets offended, some of the pastors 
will take you to the side and say, 
“Brother, I got you here to preach 
Jesus, and want you to sugar-coat your 
messages to suit the crowd.” Thank 
God for the sugar ration. 

The revival at Pentecost was backed 
up by personal evangelism. Matthew 
10. Now when Jesus had called His 
disciples and sent them to preach to 
the lost sheep of Israel, they went 
their way with power, prayer, divine 
healing, signs, and the tour turned out 
to be an old-time revival. Hear them 
on their return, “Why, Lord, even the 
spirits were subject to our power 
through your name.” Brother, no 
wonder Pentecost came with great 


conviction. Personal evangelism had 
preceded it. Three thousand souls 
were saved. My! what a revival, what 
power, what conviction, what a bap- 
tizing, what an addition to the Church, 
what glory in their souls, what fellow- 
ship, and they broke bread from house 
to house with ONE ACCORD. 

Personal evangelism will always lead 
to mass evangelism. Brother, are we 
asleep? Are these precious souls slip- 
ping through our hands into eternity?
